AKSON BY ANARCHISTS. 

HOUSE-BURNINO SV8TEM«TI0JILLV PURSUED 

IN New York. 

New York, Aug. 28. —In Novem- 
btr, 1885, a tire broke out at 404 East 
64th street, ami Maria Fialka and licr 
two cliildren wcro burned to dnatli. Tlie 
tiro was of ii)0(tii(liary origin. The 
crime was iracivi at the time as bu|)[)os- 
ed to Edward and Henry Kohout, antl 
they were arre.sied with Henry Ko- 
hout'a wife, und pat on trial. Edward 
and Henry Kohout uero convicted and 
sentenced to Stale f)rison for life. The 
evidence against Kdward Koliout was 
ve:ry peculiar, it l)ciiig shown that 
while IJcury left the hou.so fully dresi d 
Edward had very little clothes on, and 
it did not ajipear very probable that 
there had bei-n any ronapiracy between 
tbeni. All the dt;fen(leniH were ignor- 
ant Bolieniian.f, und the fact waa 
brought out in the trial that tliey bo- 
longed to an Anarchist group aud wtrre 
followerii of Johann Most. Inspector 
Byrns, however, made it his object to 
brobe the mystery, and has Giiiilly suc- 
ceeded in proving the innocence of one 
of the prisoners. The 

REAL PROMOTER OF THE PLOT, 

another Anarchist named John Ky- 
lian, stands accused. The fact that all 
the men conoTiicil in the afFair were 
Anal I'll istrt Llii inv hoiiic light on if, and 
brought the Lire marshal into the caus, 
when during a tight in (he Anarchist 
camp some who were opposed to 
.Tohanii Most charged his faction with 
ourniiig teneaients in New York for 
the iiiKuranco. The char:;e whh iiiac'e in 
the JBofiton Jjilierty, an AiiarchiHt pa- 
j)ur, ;iiid iiis'.aiief'H were Hpecilifd, 
among lIipih Mm Kohouts cane. The 
fact that both brothers were followers 
of Most, and corroborative evidence ac- 
cumulating just then, caused the fire 
marshal to make an alti-iiipt to extort 
a coufesaion from Edward Kohout. He 
went to Sing Sing aiul held out a pro- 
mise of panion to hiii: if lie would tell 
all ho knew. Edward had nothing to 
tell, except that be was innocent and 
wrongly convicted, and the fire marshal 
went back no wiser than be came. 

ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS FIRE OCCURRED 

in Sixteenth street, by wl ich a Mrs. 
Beck and an unknown man lost their 
lives. The stranger wuh aflerwartU 
identitifd. Both he and ln^v. Bi'ck were 
Social i.slii of the cxtrHiiK; htripf. Much 
excRi'iiii'iir, prt'v:Hi|i,M| (jn tlje eint side 
at the liini', and deiectivo.s made per- 
sistent but vain attempts to work up 
the case While at work evidfuce was 
obtained aganiHt a iitnill clique of Ari- 
arohists, hm nui i-imUL:!] lo warrant 
arretits. A ir-in iki-r uHincd Johann 
Kyliaii whh Hu.sp' ctcd. Hi: livud in 
East L6th street, near the Becks, who 
formerly lived at No. 408 East 64th 
street. He obtained the insurance on 
the property by tlie late fire. He relied 
on the binfillnoNs of the uniount to e«- 
ca|)e invcHtigiu ion. liirtpfctur BvrruiH 
deLiii'mini'd to nifl tlu; iieittiT out, and 
learning that Kvlian livi-d in tlie Haino 
house with Ivohout ho in his mind 

OONNKOTED KVLIAN WITU TUIi CUIME. 

Through his detectives be harnetl 
that some men bad been seen carrying 
bundles of clothiu); out of the roomy 
of the Kobouts the night before the 
fire broke ou t. One of thcin le.seinlili d 
Kylian, and Im learnt il that Kylian 
h;id kc))!, away from tlin ICohont family 
since tlii! coiivii;tiuii nf tlin Kohout 
brother;.. JiispecLor Byrnes went up 
to Biiig Sing and bluntly told Henry 
Kohout that Kylian was bis accom- 
plice. He apjicaled to tlui convictH Hyni- 
pathy for lii.s wifi! and this child born 
since the trial. 'J'lie convict hrokt; 
down finally, and cur.'iiiig hia tempter 
Kylian, told how tlio latter had made 
» cbuipaot with him to cara for bia 



wife if he was convicted. Kylian hav- 
ing broken bis agreement he was ready 
to talk. He told how Kylian had 
tempted him by telling him how easy 
the inauranco money couhl be gained 
by firing the house, and bragged about 
the lire in East C4th street. Kohout 
objected at tirst, on the ground that in 
a crowded tenement many lives would 
be lost, but finally, on being appealed 
to as an Anarohiat, he gave way. The 
prisoner then

of tho way in which the fire was start- 
ed and the events that occurred. Ky- 
lian brought iu whiskey and it nerved 
him up to the deed. Mylian also fur- 
nished him with u half gallon demi- 
joha of Iierpseiie or benzine.?: The pris- 
oner then tied all his c'othes and his 
brother's together. His wife and 
brother were asleep and knew nothing 
of it. Kylian went away with the 
clothes and the prisoner went to bed. 
About an hour later Kylian came back 
and took away some fancy articles in 
a pillow case. )<Cylian then prepared 
tho fuse which was to set fire to the 
oil in the demijohn and went away, 
after telling the ])risoner to wake up 
hi.s wife and brother when hi! heard the 
exploBion. The tlemijohn wan [jiaced in 
a room upstairH. KobouL .'-aid

he was .scariid and did not run up to 
put any oil on the tire as directed by 
Kylian, be woke his wife and brother 
and they all escaped. Afterwards 
Kohout and his wife slept at Kylian's 
houne, and both agreed to care for 
each otiier's families in case of arrest. 
lnsj)cctor Byrnes then .saw Edward 
Kohout and was convinced that he 
was innocent. Returning to the city, 
he called on Mrs, Kohout and question- 
ed her clo.sely. She told him fihe bad 
mis«>id luoiiey and many articles after 
the hre, and hail been puzzled to ac- 
count for it. Tlie ina|)ector cooaulted 
Recorder Smyth, as to the law for the 
unsupported testimony of a convicted 
felon and bow it would go against Ky- 
lian. The Recorder told him if Kohout'.s 
story was true, and .tome of the hitter's 
belongiiiga were found in his iios.-fes- 
sion, the ca.«e against liiin would be 
clear. The inspector procured a warrant 
for Ivylian's arrest. Detectires .search- 
ed his rooms and found Kohout's 
property, which Mrs. Kohout ideuti- 
tied. 

KYLti.ir WAS ARRESTED 

at work in a tin cornice shop. Ho was 
wearing a coat belonging to Henry 
Kohout. The arrest waa made on 
Thuraday. On l''rii.lay the i^olioul 
brothers were brought tlown from Sing 
Sing on a writ issued by Judge Church- 
illj To-day they were confronted wii b 
Kylian at police headquarters, and the 
two brothers repeated their story. Ky- 
lian who is an ill-looking fellow, sniff- 
ed contemptuously at it, but admitted 
that some of it was true, but more un 
true. When asked to ])oint out the 
parts that were true he Hew into a rage 
and was taken back to his cell. The 
police hope to convict him on four or 
five other arson cases in which he is 
said to have figured with other Anar- 
chist individuals engaged in swindling 
insurance companies. 

AKisl^MIC IN TCA. 

Another Mysterious Case of Wholesale 
poisonino, 

Malden, Mass., Aug. 28. — Another 
case of wholesale poisoning has just 
come to light. Mrs. Elizabeth Blanch 
ard lives on a small farm at Wilming- 
ton, Mass, and takes a number of autn 
mer lioarilers. Slie baa to aa.siat her in 
h(;r houaework a 1, '5 year-old colored 
girl named Mary iJ)avis, who belongs 
in (Jlielsea. On Thursday evening at 
BU|)per five of the boarders partook of 
tea and were all made violently ill. 
Physicians were immediately called and 
by prompt action aiiveil their lives. 
The doctor utiitea that the ciiuae of the 
.sickneaa was arsenic, which fortunate- 
ly hati been administered in a large 
(|uantity and caused copious vomiting. 
Those allected by the poison were 
J udge Eininona and wife, of East Uos- 
ton, Mrs, Elizaiieth Bhuicluird, Sam- 
uel iilanchard and C A. Littlulielil, of 
Boston. Last night Mary Davis was 

Auiii-:sri;i) on .st.'si-ii'io.v. 
She waa arraigned this morning and 
held in $5,000 for trial. She state that 
on Thursday Mrs. Blanchard bought 
some tea which she placed in the tea 
canister. Mrs. Blanchard remarked 
that it tasted like toV' irrjo iind alio tl'.un 
scooped the new tea out of the caniater 
until she ihouglit alie Iniii got it all 
out. She told the aervant to make the 
tea for supper out of the old tea re- 
maining in the canister, which she did, 
with the above result. She denies ever 
having any araenie. She aays she 
doaen't know what it is and didn't put 
anything in the t(;a. Her character haa 
betiii good. At a late hour lawt night 
all the poisoned people were comforta- 
ble. Those who did not partake of the 
tea were not made ill.

VIEWS OF Hon J. A, Chaplcau. the Domin- 
ion StCRETARVOF STATE, 

Nicw Youit, Sept. 1. — Hon. .1. A. 
Ohapleau, the Canadian Secretary of 
State, who is iu New York, stopping 
at theQiisey Housb, said this morning: 
"I have been much astonished on see- 
ing in some of your eastern newspa- 
pers expressions which would indicate 
feolinga of anger toward Canada, and 
intimations that we entertained audi 
feelings toward tho United States. This 
is absolutely groundless so far as we 
are concerned, and we have in all and 
especially official circles tho kinde t 
feelinga toward our nearest neighborr'. 
Ill regard to the recent seizures, the 
circumstantial evidence waa entirely 
against your fialicrmen. Wo were simp- 
ly trying lo enforce our lawa, what we 
believe to be tho true interpretation of 
the treaty of 1818. All ooramunica- 
tiohs between tho two governments 
have been of the most amicable nature. 
1 see nothing in the controveray that 
could not bo readily settled l>y a joint 
comiuiasion appointed for that purpoHe. 
Jn fact, there is no question except the 
meaning of the three-mile limit. J hold 
that your Secretary of State's views aa 
to that are all wrong. The rumor that 
our Governor-General went to Englaiul 
for instructions in regard lo this fish- 
ery dispute are untrue. Th" journey 
was contemplated long before lliis 
question came up, and was delayed nut 
hastened by it. We have no need of in- 
structions from the Imjierial Govern- 
ment U]iiin this matter. Our own |iow- 
er with rt!garda to our lialieriea is very 
wide. We are in a position, aiminc 
within them, to arrange this matter 
ourselves. 

W'e are very anxious for a more 
stringent extradition treaty and have 
made strong representations to tho Im- 
perial Ciovernniont in reference to it. 

in icgard to tho schnnie for an im- 
perial f(!deration, which, though aa yet 
bari^ly outlined, aeeuis to occupy much 
of the attention cf some Jinglish states- 
men, it meets with favor in Canada, 
but good loyal Oanadians need nolhiiig 
of this sort tostrenghteu the ties which 
bind them to the old country."

Paper Kea<l Before the British 
Association. 

Ity IflUKli Sntherlaud, Itl. P.-— 
The New Trade Home Be- 
tween Eiie^lanrt aud 
America." 

London, .Sept. — .\t tho annual meet- 
ing of the Britiali Aaaociation, bold at 
T'lrminghain, yeatorduy, Hugh Suthor- 
l.iud read a paper, by reiiuest, upon "The 
Now Trade Route between America and 
Europe," of which the following is an upi- 
tome: — 

Tho rapid settlement and cultivation of 

tho Uanadiaii Norlhwcat have directed 
publio attention in that country to tho 
necuasity of a new tradu nuito to Europe. 
It has been fuund that a railway carriage 
of 1,800 miles before roaching a seaport 
is a eeriouB drawback to tho [irosperity 
of that region, and places tho aotller at a 
great disadvantage in competing with the 
other w buat producing countriea of tho 
world. With tho object, therefore, of 
getting on, at loast, terms of equality 
with tboeu rival countriea, an agitation 
wuB begun a few years ago to open up an 
outlet through lludaun Day, and a rail- 
way has been projected from Winnipeg 
imd llegiiia to Port Nolaon, at the mouth 
of tho Nolaon river, which, when com- 
plotod, will lu^inn tho Northweat upwards 
of 1,000 niilea nearor|tno seaixiard than it 
is at prosonl. The Canadian govern- 
inoiit, iitixions lo encourage the enter- 
prise, lilted out an expedition to e.xpluro 
the atrait and bay with a viow of doter- 
miuing tho prnoticabilily of tho route. 
The tirst expcditinii waa soul out in lS(i4 
.Htid uliserviii^ nta!io;ia v.ero u.'dablialied 
along the atraif. The.se wore rollovod the 
followini; year, and the inPirniation Ihua 
obtaiuod, together wilh the ovulonco of 
experienced navigators which waa collud- 
ed by a special committee of the Canadian 
pivrlianient have satisfied the people of 
th;it country that the route ia oiitiroly 
fonsihlo. 

it is conlidently expected that this now 
trnde roiiio, already in procoaa of develop- 
immt, will create a revolution in the com- 
iiKircial traliio of the vaat interior of that 
cintinont, on both sides of tho interna- 
tidiial boundary. IMinneaota, Dakota, 
Hlontana and \\'yiiiiiiin; are naturally 
ti'lbiilary to that nuile, as well as the 
whole Canadian poasoaaiona west of t)n- 
tario.

.J.Jordan, Parnollito, aaked the gnv- 
eriiment why tho cniinty of iMaro had 
been placed in the siitiere of (iiuieral 
Bnller'a mission to Ireland. 

Sir Michael llicka- l^dach replied that 
although there did not exist in Clare that 
atate of lawless intimidation which pre- 
vailed in Kerry, aiill there waa much in- 
timidation III Clare, and much activity 
among secret s.'Cieties. 

Lord Kand'dph Clinrcbill will to-mor- 
row ask precedence for tho supply bill. 
Mr. I'arnoll haa given notice iliat hu will 
move the following amendment to L ird 
Randolph Uhurehill'a motion: "The no 
ceaaity for ineaanrea lo anii'linraie the 
eondilion of tlio |)o.iplo of Ireland la ao 
far urgent tlnit the loiiiae di clmes to aiir 
render lo the i^'overiiment the usual fncili- 
ties uiij lyed by ineinbera of the house." 

Mr. McDonald ruKumud the debate mi 
Mr. Sexton's amendment to the address. 
He attributed the troublos in Belfast to 
tlio incilenient of ciu^l iiii reverend lire 
brands and the speecius nl l.urd liiui 
dolph Churchill aud Mr. Chainberhiiii. 
He said that the magistracy was neglect - 
fill while hlood was being shed, and that 
if the police had been allowi'd to defend 
Ihemaelvea at the oulaet the noting would 
([uickly have been aubdued. 

Major Sunderaon, cniiaervalive, depre- 
cated tho "usule.sa prelotiging ' of the do • 
bate. He said it was miposaiblu to treat 
Sir Wm. Vernon Uarcourt as a serious 
politician, because the latter attached 
more imiiortance to nieaaurea than men. 
Major Sander.soii denied th.ii. the houae 
waa juatihed in prejudging a i|ue3ti.in 
which waa about to form the subject of a 
aearehing itu|iiiry by the eommisaion. Ho 
denied absolutely that thu Uraiigeinen 
originated the riots, tvhich, he said, were 
the legacy of Gladatone'a blood-atainod 
policy, which extended Irom ICIiartouui to 
Belfast. Ho denied Mr. Sexton's aaaer- 
tion that Oraugoinen had taken an oath 
to extorminale Catholics. Orange lodges, 
he aaid, were always opened with prayer, 
and one of the petiliona w»,s that Irish 
Catholics might be reaciied from the error 
of their ways. li parlmmeiit handed 
them over to the I'arnellite.s, Drangonieii 
would be juatiried in rcorting to force. 

1 ho debate on tho address and tho 
amendments continued at ureal length 
aud was at times aninuiled. John Morley 
lata chief secretary fur Ireland, said he 
thought Major Sanderson's language was 
that of a rebel. Ho would not say that 
Sanderson iiuraed rebelliuiia thoiights, 
but if ho acted in accordaneo wilh his 
words ho would aland a good chance of 
beiug a "jail-bird." 

Mr. Pinkerlon, an Irish I'roleatunt, 
was proceeding to defend thu Catholics 
when Mr. Macartney stigmatized Pmker- 
ton aa a "rencg ido." The apunker called 
upon Macartney to withdraw the ex[ired- 
sion. Macartney nheyid. 

Mr. Redmond, Nationalist, aaid he 
would be sorry to "deaoend to the depth.s 
of Macartney's scurrilous language." 
Here the speaker called ii[)on Bedinond 
lo withdraw iho expri'H.-jmn ami ivarned 
him not lo repeat such language. Red- 
mond withdrew file expression. He con- 
tinued, however, to ccunnienl upon Mac- 
oartnoy's words, whereupon the speaker 
called upon him to apologize to the 
Houae. Redmond willingly obeyed, say- 
ing ho intended no oU'enco. 

Sir Win. Vernon ll.iroourt declared 
that tho Oraiijie party li.id long lieen the 
curse of Ireland. It had kept alive race 
and religious hatreds, and was more 
harmful than all the other societies to - 
gether. As he was emit inning in a similar 1 
strain the apeukor called upon him to j 
keep lo tho subject of amendment. 1 
After loud cail.i for Churchill, lo which \ 
he made no reply, thu Speaker put tho 
({Uestion and Mr. Sexton's araendmont 
■.vas rejected by a vote of 2'2t> to 127- The 
announcement of the result was received 
with loud cheers. 

Immediately before tho division a ]fy\d 
altercalimi aroac' bet iveen Coloonil) and 
Tanner, and the .Sprak.'r ordered both to 
uppoar before tho bar of the llouau after 
thu diviaion. After the result of the 
division had been announced it was de- 
cided that it was iiiiedleas fur the Ilouao 
to iiitorfoi-o any furilier wiih the uddreaa, 
The address was then agreed lo without a 
division. 

Mr. Parnell movud to take up the 
report stage to-morrow. 

Lord Handtdph Churchill desired that 
it be token np directly. 

Mr. Lahoncheri^ auid that aa L ird Ran- 
dolph C'hurcliill li.ul tailed to aiianur Sir 
William Vornoii ll.ircourt ho (Labou- 
chure) would give nelioe that al the report 
stage ho would inlrodiice an ainondnieiit 
to the effect that ChurchiU'a Belfaat apeecli 
was calculated tu provoke breaches of tho 
law and ought to bo withdrawn. 

PamuH's m.ilinn waa rejected '.i'JH In 
I'Jl. 

Mr. Stuart ihovimI in adjourn the houau, 

Churchill oppo;ieil tho inution. 

I'ariuiU aaid it did not ho iu the nioulli 
of Churchill with his past hiatory in the 
memory of the house to complain of tho 
courflo now being taken. This waa tho 
last chaiico tho hoiiao would havii of rais- 
ing tho (lueslioii (if ChiircliiU'a conducl. 
In view of tho atate of Belfast, Mr. Par- 
nell thought it reasonable that an ad- 
juurnmont be granted. 

Stuart's molioii was nijectod. 

Churchill reliictaiilly iiiseiited lo ad- 
journ rather than proloni,; the silting by 
roaiflting so large a minority delorniineiJ 
on obalruoting. 

Of the ilouse on the division on Sexton's 
ftinondmont, Childers, liofevro and Herbert 
GhidBtoiio voted with the minority. Har 
court did not vote, 

Mr, Tenner ezplainiDg tho altercation 
between himself and Mr. Colcomb, said 
that tho lattor stilled that he (Tanner ) hud 
been jiaid to obstiucl the dobale, and lie 
retorled by calling Colroinb a liar.

Lord CLSNRIDARDE'S HAUliHTV TENAnrs, 

I.ONDO.v, Aug l'S, — The Htruggie be- 
tween the consLabiilury and the teui- 
iintK on the Alartjuis of Clanricarde's 
I'slati', which bus beon going on for the 
pa.st fuvr days, haw just terminated in 
the HUcue.sH of the pnlicc. Thu cstuto of 
Woodford is in the soutlieast conicr of 
till! way, near tlu- lovely nnd pic 
tiiresiiuo l.otigb 1 >org. A teniuit of tin- 
luuiii; of !Saiul(?i'H()n wa.s ordorfil lo be 
evicted for iion-paynuuit of runt; but, 
encouraged by the w.trin syiujiatby of 
the whole of bis fellow- villagers, he do 
termined to resist and jilanpd IiIh house 
ill a Hliit(> of siege. Not eoiito'iit svitli 
plowing up ilie roiids in order to pn>- 
veiit till! approach of tho eoiistubulary , 
trees were felled for tlie purpose of 
making barricades, and bridges were 
destroyed. The amount of unpaid ronl 
for which Sinderson has juat been 
evicted at such a large cost lo thn State 
doos not amount to 1?S0. 'J'ho parish 
priest oxpresse.s the warinoHl Hvinpiilliy 
with the U-naiits. 

Tbo scenes iiL Woodford ycslorilay 
were of the most remarkable nature. 
A force of .'i.'iO police were engaged, be- 
sidi'a a sinall army of liailiQu and em- 
crgmn y men. The liomso was occupied 
bv a numl)(;r of eotint rytiHUi, tinned to 
reHist the eviction. The roof wus loop- 
holed and the storiniii<; of the place 
was a moat exciting atlair. Scaling 
ladders and a shed like those which the 
old Roman soldiers used iu approach- 
ing the walls of a besieged town to 
protfct them against the dofenders 
were used. After a desporato struggle 
thu bouse was carriod by storm, nnd 
tlie police, jumping in through the 
roof, made prisoners of twenty of the 
men inside. A number of the bailiffs, 
emergency men and members of the 
police force were injured by scalding 
water poured upon tbein. .A swarm of 
lioeii were also li^t loose ui^aiiist thiuii, 
but il dill not seem to have jjivcui lliein 
any trouble. J u.st befon; the operaLioiiH 
were begun an estate bailifl' of Lord 
Olanricarde, named I'age, created a spii- 
siilion by publicly re.signing liiu ollice, 
and in token thereof handing over his 
double-barreled aliot gun to the super- 
iiiliuuliiig priest, who raised il aloft 
amidst the mo.st intense excitemtuit of 
a great crowd. On the police entering 
the house a most extraordinary scene 
w a.s pieatuiteil. There was a large fire in 
the kitchen, with three pot.s of wiiler 
over it, anil a bag of lime was Iving 
clo.se at band. The water in a boiling 
cuiidiiion wuM handed from the kitchen 
up to tho men, who stood ou the lofts 
behind the loopholes and who threw it 
out ou the bailiffs.

1 v.L\ 1 iiii-t liiiM piirly oncn, but 
tliii taci i.s 1 luu'w liiin from a boy. His 
fumily WHS one of llui best that lived 
ia Pliiliidelphia, and the young man re- 
ceived a gooil oducaiiun auil had every 
thing that heart could desire to uiakti 
him a good and useful citizen. He 
seemed to Lave no faults. He never 
drank or gambled, and it was not un- 
til he wan juLst his majority that the 
crusliiun fact was lu'ought home to his 
father that his son was a professional 
pickpocket and an associate with crim- 
inals of his class.
